DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

I . This application contains claim 3 drawn to an invention nonelected with traverse in Paper 
No. 5. A complete reply to the final rejection must include cancelation of nonelected claims or 
other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 . 144) See MPEP § 821.01 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102/103 
2 The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U S C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) tlie invention was patented or described in a printed publication \\\ this or a foreign countrv or m public use or on 
sale m this countr> , more than one year pnor to the date of application tor patent m the United States. 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U S C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent nia\' nol be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that tlie subject matter as a whole would ha\ e been obMous at the time the invention w as matle t(i a person 
having ordinar\- skill m the art tti which said subject mattei pertains. Patentabilit\' shall not be negati\ed b> the 
manner m which the inv ention was ma tie 

4 Claims 1 and 4 arc rejected under 35 U S C 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
ahernative, under 35 IJ S C 103fa) as obvious o\er EP 0^488,335 as per reasons of record. 

5 Claims I and 4 are rejected under 3S L- S C iu2(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
dhernati\e, under 35 L S i03(a) as obvious over U.S. 6,291,633 (Nakamura) as per reasons of 
record. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USCif' 103 
6 Claims 1 and 4 are rejected under 35 U S C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over EP 
0,580,387 as per reasons of record. 

Response to Amendment 

7, Applicant's arguments filed November 26, 2002 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

With respect to EP '335, applicants argue that while the present invention does not 
contain a graft modified alpha-olefm polymer it does contain other optional components 
inclusive of impact modifiers. The graft modified alpha-olefm polymer, however, is an impact 
moditler and, as such, it is not precluded from the ^^eonsisting essentially of language of the 
present claims. 

With respect to Nakamura, applicants appear to argue that the weight ratios of the present 
aromatic polyamide and aliphatic polyamide are different from the corresponding ratios set forth 
by patentee. The present ratios, however, embrace embodiments wherein the aliphatic 
polyamide is the predominant component Accordingly, applicants' argument is not well taken. 

With respect to EP ^387, applicants argue that the composition of the present invention 
does not require aromatic diamine The present claimed language with respect to the diamine 
component, i e , '^a diamine component of aliphatic diamine", however, does not preclude the 
additional presence of an aromatic diamine
